"Chrift was 
both a King, and a Prieſt. His Prieſtly Office, 

in the molt ſolemn manner, He conferr'd upon the 

Apoſiles ; His Xingly He left where He founded 

It, Delegated by His Father, upon the Emperonuys 

of the world, and confirm'd that Delegation to 

us, by His own Obedience tro Them. Now then 

if the Pope, out of Great ſolicitude for the (burches 
committed to His charge, makes any unjuſt A 

tempts, upon their Zegalities, He ſtrikes ar the 

Kingly Office of Chriſt, and endeavours-- Solyere 1 Joby 4.3. 
Jejum, the Diſſolution 'of Jeſus, as ' the Ydgar 
Tranſlation, and thoſe Greek ( opies it follows, 

have it. Now fince He dares not pretend to this 

Power immediately from (brift, for He cannot 

find any ſuch Donation, amongſt all the zigbts, 

He pretends to as S Peters Succeſſor ; Fs In 
dirett Power, and in Order to Spirituals will not 
ſerve his Turn. For to ſuppoſe the worlt; 
That-the Kings of the :earth ſhould tand 
and take Council her to deſtroy Cbriffs 
Kingdom, (hall therefore bis Holineſs add Impiety 
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to their madneſs, by Depoſing them, and abſo6l- 

ving their Subjefts from their Obedience ? If 
he does, he is ſo far from being Chriſts Vicar, 

That he is a Barabbas, and though he may 

eſcape,as Barabbas did, Puniſhment in this Life; 

yet that eternal Yengeance which purſues Rab- 

bers, and Murtherers, will overtake him in the 

other, All that the Governours of the Church 

can do in this Extremity, is to Adviſe, Ad- 

moniſh, Rebuke with all Gravity and Humility '; 

to ſer before them the Folly and Danger of ſuch 

Councils, and the certain Deſtruttion, which al- 

ways attends them, Andif ſuch, with all other 
Chriſtian means prove ineffectual they having 
diſcharg'd their Duty,muſt commirThemſelyes, 
and Their (auſe to God, in Tears, Faſting and 
Prayers ; And in thoſe very Prayers they muſt 
remember more eſpecially their Perſecutors. 
Laſtly, if God fo willeth, in a Patient ſuffering 
the Loſs of Life. Theſe are the only juſtifiable 
weapons, by which the (Church of (briſt oppoſeth 
Her Enemies. 

And now give me leave in a few words, 
to bring all home tg our ſelves. None of us 
hayc been fo cloſely Immar'd in our Stadies, bur 
we muſt have obferv'd fomething of the pre- 
lent State of Affairs. How that our Church hath

two Potent, and Reſtleſs Enemies to En 
the Remanſts, and the Prexhyterians, with 2 
the Tiferior Sefts, that fight under their Banner. 
We have been ſufficiently Alarm'd by the 

liſh Plots of the one; And we have by fad 44 
pericnce felt the ans / (V4 Tyranny of tþ 
other. Yet God forbid, that we ſhould ſerve 
Them, as they would do Ms, Defend Our Re- 
ligion by the lame unwarrantable Praftices, by 


which they would Deſtroy It. The Reformed 


Religion of the Cbarch of England, as it has the 
mof of Primutive ny in worſhip, Doftrine, and 
Diſcipline; ſo hath it of (briſlian Loyalty, of any 
other Religion in the world. And 'tis our Hap» 
pineſs to _ merry — _ 4 hes as ever 
Sway'd tne i tre, unce onqueſ? -. 
Who has rh is whole nah dere Hl 
Tender of the Liberty and Property of the & 
je, than of his own Preyogative. Whence then 
theſe Fideous Murmarings and Complainings in 
our Streets ? Whence theſe Daily Omteries, and- 
Fears of being led into Captivity ? Ate thty not 
from hence, that there ate a fort of reſtleſs 
gretefull people amongſt us, who under pretence 
of Securing the Proteſtant Zeligim, would ruine 
the Church of Hyland, the beſt ond fureff Griard*

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with the ſpecious Names of Liberty and Property, 
would .undermine Monarchy, the ſtrongeſt bull- 
wark againſt Tyranny, and Arbitrary Power 2 
Bur is it poſlible, that the ſame cheats, ſhould 
pals twice-upon a Nation, /in the ſame Age ? 
Have we ſo ſoon forgot the Miſeries, and De- 
ſolations of the late U/urpation ? or being ſur- 
fited with Plenty, do we nauſeat the Bleſſings of 
his Majeſties bappy Reſtauration? We have in- 
deed had our Portion in this Life, And our 
Kingdom, ſeems to have been too much of this 
world, Our preſent Diſtemper proceeds fram 
a Fullneſs of Humors, and Rankneſs of Bloud. 
Now it we would take the Gentleft way of 
Cure, we are not to let out, but corre& and 
ſweeten the Bloud, And this in a Moral ſenſe 
cannot be done, but by Mortification, by Rrict 
Paſtings, Watchings and Prayers. Our Kingdom 
is not of this world, and all that we have to do 
in it, 1s to promote the Peace and 7, oſþerity of 
it, ſo long as we continue in it, and to ſecure 
our own eternal wellfare, when we go out of it. 
The Founder of this our Kingdom ſpent much 
of his time in ſolitude, prayer and abſtaining from 
the common converſe of the world. When He was 
fulleſt of baſineſs, He often went into ſolitude 
for ?rayer. And when He was on the laſt Sage

of His Life, even at Jeruſalem, He retired to the 
Mount of Olives to bertake Humſelf ro Private 
Prayer, and was apprehended performing the 
Duty of ſolitary Prayer. Let us in Imitation of 
Him, and in Conformity to the Laws 'of His 
Kingdom, Betake our ſelves frequently to ſoli- 
tary Erayers. And in our Devout Receſſes, and 
Holy Retreats from the Noiſe, and impertinent 
buſineſs of this world, Let us commend our Souls 
tro God. And in our prayers bewail more eſpe- 
cially our you of Murmuring and Ingratitude, 
the ( au/e of our prefent Diſtraftions, and which. 
will, if not repented of, Involve us in a more: 
Terrible Deſtruftion, than the utmoſt Rage of: 
our Enemies is able to effeft. But moſt eſpe- 
cially let us pray for the ſafety. of His. Majefti 
Sacred mw and the Long continuance of. Fils 
Life ; for the Peace of Jeruſalem, and the Profperity 

of Sion. That He would confound His Enemies, 
and make all His Zoyal Priends to Rejoyce. Thar: 
He would deliver the Innocent from the Oppreſ- 
for, and bring the perjar'd man to condign puniſh 
ment. That He would preſerve the purity of 
the &eligion eftabliſh'd amongſt us, from $6 . 
perſiition and Enthuſiaſm. In a word, That He” + 
would infuſe Grace into all our je; that- + 
we may in all. things walk worthy of our Hligh- 
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calling, and ſhew our ſelves Loyal Subjeft: of 
Gbrijts Kingdom, by our fledfaft Obedience to our 
Supreme Governour the King, and to all Subore 
dinate Magiſtrates, as ſent and Commiſsianed 
by. Him, That fo with & Luke, whoſe Praiſe is 
in the Goſpel, and all the Glorious Army of Saints 
and Martyrs, we may at length Avrive at the 
Kingdom -of Heaven, Amen,
